POW-WOW OF THE SIOUX INDIANS. 


John C. New Is Not Wanted in Washington—- 
Dirty-Mouth Cannon May be Treasury 
Lord—Hearst Will Not Die. 


Wasninaton, Fobruary 9.—[Special.|—The 
regular annual farce of amending the legisla- 
tive appropriation bill in committe of the 
whole house, to provide for a clerk to each 
representative, was enacted today. The 
amendment provides that each representative 
shall have a clerk, who sha!! be paid $100 per 
month during the sessions of congress. It was 
adopted this afternoon on a vote by tellers by 
a very large majority. However, when the 
bill is considered in the house, where the ayes 
and noes will be called, it is safe to predict 
there will not be tifty members who will have 
the moral courage record their votes 
for it, although lly two-thirds of 
the mnembers believe the,should have clerks, 
and favor the proposition. éy will vote for 
it and press it on a viva voce vote, but the 
courage of the average congressman quickly 
trickies out and he meekly answers *‘No’’ on 
a roll call. Two thirds of the men who voted 
“Aye” today will vote ‘‘No” tomorrow when 
their votes go on record. 

The Sioux Powwow. 

The Sioux Indians at their powwow with 
Secretary Noble today, requested that General 
Miles be brought here to be present at the 
consultation. General Miles also telegraphed 
asking permission to come, but his request has 
been refused. Secretary Noble wants to re- 
tain the reservation under control of his de- 
partment, and it is probable there will be an 
open rupture over the matter. 

General Miles wants to tell of the misman- 
agement of Indian affairs by the interior de- 
partment and Secretary Noble is trying to 
suppress the facts. It is, however, probable 
that General Miles will havethe courage to 
speak out through the newspapers. Then the 
fun will commence in earnest, jor it is an 
open secret that Mr. Noble’s appointees have 
been robbing the Indians of their rations. 

Dirty-Mouth Joe May Be the Man. 

All the morning papers today contained dis- 
patches that the president has wired Consul 
General John C. New, of Indiana, at Liver- 
pool, tocome home at once, and accept the 
treasury portfolio. Mr. Harrison, however, 
denies the rumor, and Mr. New likewise 
cablesa denial. Now the gossips say Joe 
Cannon, he of the famous mouth, is to receive 
the appointment. However, the gossips and 
the newspapers have given the office to every 
prominent republican in the country, and now 
it is time for them to stand aside and allow 
the president to fill the office. It is safe to 
predict, however, that Mr. Harrison will wait 
until he finds a man who he believes can aid 
him politicaily before he makes the appoint- 
ment. 

Hearst Will Not Die. 

The jolly and wealthy Senator Hearst, of 
California, is yet alive, and his wife thinks he 
will recover. A few weeks ago a half-dozen 


_..0f the-mosteminent physicians inthis country 


held a con8ultation and announced that Sena- 
tot Hearst was afflicted with cancer of the 
stomach, and could live only a few days. His 
wife at once said that she didn’t believe the 
physicians knew what they were talking 
about, and slre still maintains that she is cor- 
rect. She believes he will recover, and there 
are many who now entertain the same opinion. 
The Silver Bill. 

Party pressure has caused the democrats of 
the house coinage committee to weaken some- 
whatin their antagonism to reporting a silver 
bill, and they have consented to vote for a re- 
port of some kind during the latter part of the 
week. This means that it will be possible to 
get a vote on the bill in the house next.week. 
However, there will be so little time remaining 
before finaleadiournment, that it will be pos- 
sible for the gold bugs to stave off iegislation 
by filibustering. But Speaker Reod has no 
love for the little man iv the white house, and 
it would, perhaps, please him for the bill to be 
sent to Harrison just a day or two before the 
4th of March. In that event Harrison would 
probably let it die with the session, without 
vetoing it. It would, however, have the samé 
effect upon him as a veto, and Reed would like 
nothing better than to embarrass iim.

THE BILL RECOMMITTED. 


The Eight-Hour Bill Sent Back to the 


Committee—The Copyright Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 9.—In the senate, the 
credentials of Mr. Vorhees for a new senatorial 
tern from March 4th, next, were presented and 
placed on file. The credentials of Mr. Henry C. 
Hansbrough, as senator-elect from the state of 
North Dakota for the term commencing March 
4th, next, were presented and referred to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections. 

Mr. Carlisle offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, calling onthe president for copies of 
recent correspondence with the minister of Bra- 
zil, with transactions of recent laws of Brazil in 
reference to the importation of certain products 
of the United States into that country. 

THE EIGHT-HOUR BILL. 

Ati12o0’clock unfinished business was laid be- 
fore the senate, which was Mr. Harris’s motion 
to Jay on the table Mr. Blair’s motion to reconsider 
the vote recommitting to the committee on edu- 
cation and labor the bill providing for an adjust- 
ment of accounts of !aborers, workmen and me- 
chanics arising under the eight hourlaw. The 
motion to lay on the table was disagreed to—yeas, 
29; nays, 31. The question recurring on Mr. 
Blair’s motion to reconsider, Mr. Morrill called 
attention tosome gross inconsistencies in the bill 
as it now stood.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

The senate then proceeded tothe consideration 
of the house copyright bill, and Mr. Platt, who 
has charge of it, nade a brief explanation of and 
argument forit. It was practically, he said, the 
Chace bill, as it passed the senate two or three 
years ago, except in one particular—that was, 
that it depended upon foreign countries adopting 
Similar legislation, In other words, the last sec- 
tion of the bill was what might be called a reci- 
procity ciause, It provided that the act should 
only apply toa foreign country which permitted 
Americans the benetit of copyright substantially 
on the same basis as its own citizens. He hoped 
that the house bill would be passed without 
anrendinent. 

Mr. Frye did not coincide in that view, but 
offered an amendment extending the principles 
of the bill to maps, charts, dramatical or musical 
compositions, engravings, cuts, prints, chromos 
and lithographs. 

Discussion of the amendment was continued by 
Messrs. Frye, McPherson and Hale in favor of the 
amendment, and by Mr. Reagan in opposition, 
the latter taking the position that the bill was 
really not for the protection of authors, but of in- 
dustrial classes and capital; and by Mr. Coke in 
a of the amendment, but against the bill 
teelf. 

FRYE’S AMENDMENT AGREED TO. 

Finally, after several other cenaters had spoken 
for and agaiast Mr. Frye’s amendment and the 
bill itself, and several telegrams had been read 
from various sources protesting against the 
amendment,a yote was taken and Mr. Frye’s 
amendment agreed to—yeas, 27; nays, 24.

THE CLAIRVOYANT IS HAPPY, TOO, 
Because President Harrison Has Ke-estab- 


lished Her Veracity by Signing the 
Columbus Bill. 


WasuHinaton, February 9.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Grimes has renewed his faith in clairvoyancy. 

Today he firmly believes that the woman 
who attempted to unfold to him his future on 
Saturday, and who claimed, in the midst of 
contortions, to have had photographed upon 
her mind the three letters composing the-yard

HE EXPLAINED HIS VOTE. 


An Incident at the Pow-Wow with the 
Indians. 

WASHINGTON, February 9.—The pow-wow 
with the Dakota Sioux delegation was con- 
tinued at the interior department today, with 
Indian Commissioner Morgan presiding. 
After several Indiaus had expressed a prefer- 
ence for civilian agents, rather than army 
officers, the commissioner suggested that the 
sentiment of all present on that point be 
taken. The interpreter was in- 
structed to ask all who favored 
civil rather than military control 
to rise to their feet. With a single 
exception, all stood up. The exception was 
Major Swords, chief of the Indian , police 
at Pine Ridge. 

The commissioner explained his vote by 
saying that he had been offered a position in 
the regular army by General Miles. 

This remark elicited considerable laughter 
among the spectators. All the Indians com- 
plained more or less of insufficient rations, but 
not actual suffering for food. Most of them 
wanted schools like those at Hampton and 
Carlisle established on their reservation, where 
their influence would be felt by the parents 
of the children under training, as well as by 
the children themselves. 

Renewed complaint was made today that 
whites were employed on the agencies for 
purposes to which Indians were better 
adapted. Other complaints were that white 
squatters encroached upon Indian lands and 
could not be ousted because the boundaries 
had not been definitely surveyed; also that 
where reservations adjoin the lines, they were 
not clearly marked. 


No promises were given by Commissione™ 


Morgan or Secretary Noble beyond what 
are contained in the Sioux agreement of 1889.

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FIVE DAYS ENTOMBED. 


THE 


HORRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF 
THREE MINERS, 


WHO WERE THOUGHT TO BE DEAD. 


Three Men Rescued After Being Buried bya 
Cave-In—Astraddlea Plank for Five 
Days Without Food. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., February 9.—Intense 
joy and excitement prevails in the little ham- 
let of Grand Tunnel this morning over the res- 
cue of three entombed miners, imprisoned by 
the water rushing into the gangways and 
breasts of the Susquehannak company’s col- 
liery, at that place,on Wednesday of last 
week, after firiry a blast. Since the men were 
lost experienced miners declared that their res- 
cue alive was impossible, and they were prac- 
tically given up. The whole community was 
in mourning over their supposed sad fate. The 
names of the men are Michael Shelank, Will- 
iam Cragel and John Rimer, all well-known 
miners. They were found alive in the upper 
workings near the outcrop, the water being 
unable to reach them, after they managed to 
get out of its swirl when it was rushing through 
the mine. 

The company’s employes have exerted every 
effort to get the water out, and by pressing 
into service some mammoth pumps they were 
able to lower the water sufficiently to let a 
rescuing party down this morning. The men 
were found in an almost exhausted condition 
from their 115 hours imprisonment. It will 
require care to bring them through. Their 
sufferings have been intense, but they were 
buoyed by the hope of being rescued, and the 
outcrop workings being fairly well ventilated, 
they were able to secure enough pure air to 
keep them alive. 

HOW THE MEN WERE FOUND. 

The immense pumps used to clear the water 
from the inundated portion were run to their 
utmost capacity and during last night the 
water receded very much. When sufficiently 
low this morning,a raft was constructed and on 
this the rescuing party managed to get through 
the gangways to a point in the vein where the 
coal had a pitch of forty degrees. The raft 
was turned into a cross heading andthe men 
were found up above the water sitting on 
cross timber, whither they had gone immedi- 
ately after they discovered the water coming 
in upon them on Wednesday. 

Before they had advanced many steps, the 
water was up to théir necks, and they were 
carried along by its force. Being aware of the 
pitch in the vein, they happily selected the 
only point in the workings where they could 
have gone in safety, and perched themselves 
on timbers high above the flood. 

WITHOUT A MORSEL OF FOOD. 

Their only lamp lasted three hours, 
and from 6 o’clock Wednesday night 
they sat on this timber in total 
darkness without a morsel to eat until 
their.rescue this morning. Two of them be- 
came érazy at times and with the greatest dif- 
ticulty their single companion managed to 
keep them from leaving the cross heading dur- 
ing the long weary hours that intervened. 
Their position was beyond all description and 
but for the knowledge that their liberated 
companionsin the mine would do everything 
to reach them, the men would have given up 
in despair. Intense excitement ‘prevails and 
the company is praised on every hand for 
the exhaustive measures they took to rescue 
the unfortunate men. 

A REMARKABLE STORY. 

The stoty of the escape of the miners is a 
remarkable one. After they had reached a 
pointof comparative safety from thefflood, they 
found only a slender piece of wood which 
served to keep back the tons of loose coal that 
had fallen in the mouth or head of the cross- 
cut. 
When they found a cut in the vein and 
climbed up its almost perpendicular passage, 
they managed to press into service a piece of 
loose timber, which they had picked up in 
their hasty retreat, and this they placed across 
the opening of the tunnel, and after getting it 
safely lodged climbed upon it for a seat. 

The men then found that their feet rested 
in the water below them, but soon after de- 
termined, fromits gurgling sound, that it had 
gained the highest attitude it could. There 
they were sitting on a slender piece of timber 
three inches wide for over four days. 

THE MEN CRAZED. 

John Rineer, the most experienced of the 
miners, an employe of many years in the col- 
liery, was able to keep his head in their long 
imprisonment, but both Cragel gnd Shilling 
at times became crazed. Cragel imagined 
he sawa mine car, and jumped down 
into the water to ride to the slope upon it. He 
was rescued and got back on the perch b 
Rineer. Shilling was more easily managed, 
although he was sobbing considerably. 
Wednesday night passed and Thursday caime, 
and then the men lost track of time. 

A WELCOME SOUND. 

The first welcome sound reaching their ears 
was the “‘plunk” of the pump and then the 
men knew that active work had commenced 
towards their rescue. But while this welcome 
sound reached|their ears, the men were almost 
overcome by the dreaded sound of the 
working of coal and loose particles held in 
check behind them. A creaking sound showed 
that the coal was becoming loosened, and 
every moment they expected a slide of coal 
which would envelop thém and carry them 
into the lower part of the cross heading. 

By gradually throwing away loosened pieces 
they kept the opening clear, and so lingered 
and waited, and listened to the sounds of the 
working of the rescuing party, and while 
they sat therein the cold, they rubbed one 
another and adopted every method they could 
conceive to keep warm. 

The first communication with the impris- 
oned miners was had at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and at 5o’clock the water had lowered 
so that they could be taken ous one by one on 
the raft. 

They were wrapped in blankets and given 
warm milk as their first refreshment, and then 
carried home. They will have to live on beef 
tea fora few days, but will then be all right.

GENERAL DIAZ GOING TO EUROPE. 


Fear of Trouble in Mexico After His 
Departure. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, February 9.—Under 
orders from the government a detail of United . 
States officers made an inspection of Mexican 
railway lines and coast defenses, 

They found them both much more thorough 
than they expected, and the coast works in par. 
ticular were progressing with notable rapidity, 
considering the executive order, whose 
guidance the republic has so astonishingly 
progressed. 

One of the officers said today: “For some 
time past, as I am creditably informed, Presi- 
dent Diaz has been calling the governors of the 
different states to the capital and conferrin 
with them. ‘The governor of Nuevo Leon Je 
the City of Mexico only the day before my 
arrival. 

The procedure has been unusual, and much 
comment was excited by the fact that Presi- 
dent Diaz leaves shortly for France, where he 
will remain some months. He is enormously 
wealthy; has invested largely in European en- 
terprises, and besides almost broken down. 
The fact of his intended departure is known 
only toa very few persons, and they of the 
highest circles. 

The country is not so quiet as it should be, 
The Sandoval revolution of last summer de 
monstrated that the insurrectionary spirit still 
exists.

THEY ARE OPEN. 


The State and Frazer Streets Schools Com- 
mence Operations Yesterday.‘ 


The two new public schools opened their 
doors wide yesterday morning with a good at- 
tendance, averaging about 600. 

State street school is on the corner of Wal- 
lace aud State. The territory comprised 
within its district is as follows: On the east 
it is bounded by Williams street, on the south 
by Pine and Jones avenues. The city limits form 
the boundary lines on the north and west. 

At the corner of Love and Fraser streets the 
Fraser street school is located. On the south 
and east its boundary lines are the city limits; 
on the north Crumley to Connally and from 
there by way of Clarke to the city limits, and 
on the west by Cooper street. 

Heretofore a great many pupils of State 
street school attended the Marietta school, 
and some dissatisfaction is expressed by the 
parents at the removal of their children from 
the latter school. 

The reason given is that the sidewalks 
and approaches to the school are s0 
bad, 80 nearly impassable from 
accumulated mud, that it is impossi- 
ble = for horses to navigate the 
streets, let alone the little tots who are com- 
pelled to attend this school. The people out 
there consider it a shame and disgrace that 
something is not done for the improvement of 
the streets in this school district. The matter 
has been ey at before the council time and 
again. That dy has always referred it to 
the street committee, and nothing has been 
done. The result is the streets become worse 
with each succeeding rain, and the hope of 
some ultimate action being taken seems vain. 
Superintendent Slaton says something 
should be done about the matter at once. As 
he putsit, “‘the teachers are all ladies and 
their pupils the children of respectable 
parents, and the question of improving the 
streets in that neighborhoad is as all important 
as in the heart of the city.”’

Homestead. Debtor and creditor. Trusts.

erior court. 

leckley, C. J.—1. Where ina suit for di- 
vorce the verdict of the second jury finds in 
favor of a total divorce and expressly disal- 
lows anything for alimony to the wife, the 
husband's property embraced in the schedule 
filed with the divorce proceedings remains his 
property just as though the jury had disposed 
of it by awarding it to him. And this is true 
whether any judgment or decree has been en- 
tered up on the verdict or not. 

2. By the constitution of 1868, in suits for 
divorce the function of regulating the rights 
and disabilities of the parties devolved on the 
jury rendering the final verdict, subject only 
to a power of revision by thecourt. A final 
verdict in favor of a total divorce was sufficient 
to dissolve the marriage, though it was silent 
asto rights and disabilities, and though no 
judgment declaring the marriage dissolved 
was actually entered up, the verdict, so far as 
appears, not having been set aside or inter- 
fered with by the court. 

3. On the dissolution of a marriage by a total 
divorce the wife ceases to be a member of the 
husband’s family as effectually as if she wero 
dead. She is therefore no longer a beneficiary 
of a homestead set apart in his property. Her 
right to use or enjoy the property as a home- 
stead terminates with the expiration of the 
coverture. 

4. Where a creditor seeks to charge home- 
stead property as such, the proceeding must 
conf substantially to remedies enforceable 
against trust estates. A trust estate is not 
subject to attachment on the ground that the 
trustee is a non-resident of the state; nor is an 
alleged homestead subject to attachment as 
such on the ground that the owner is a non- 
resident. In this case there was no debt other 
than one contracted by a former beneficiary 
after the homestead had determined. The 
judgment founded on an attachment for such 
a debt was void on the face of the proceedings, 
and a sale under it passed no title. 

5. One in the possession of real estate under 
color of title and claim of right, is subject to 
be assessed for the taxes accruing thereon 
pending such possession, and if such person 
allows -the premises to be assessed and sold 
for taxes as the property of a former occupant 
who had neither title nor possession, such sale 
being made under a general fi. fa. in personam, 
not specifying any particular property to be 
seized, he cannot strengthen his title by pur- 
chasing at such sale, or from the purchaser at 
that sale. Any purchase so made by one sub- 
ject to assessment will be treated as merely 
paying the taxes or redeeming the property.

Bleckley, C. J.—1. A majority of the com- 
plainants having voted in favor of the 
approval of the local school law now 
in question, and all of them having 
acqtigsced in the result of the election 
until after a school was established and put 
into operation, the judge was warranted in 
denying an interlocutory injunction to restrain 
the collection of a tax authorized by the local 
law and levied thereunder for supporting the 
public school system provided for by said law. 
Any infirmity in the law or in the election was 
as good cause for enjoining the establishment 
of the schools before the expense was incurred, 
as it would be now for arresting the collection 
of revenue with which to defray the expense. 

2. The general rule is that provisions in a 
statute for advertising a proposed election are 
mandatory unless the time and place of such 
election are fixed by the legislature ; yet, where 
the advertisoment prescribed was publication 
once a week for four weeks, and the last pub- 
lication was inadvertently omitted, but the 
other three were duly made, the omission may 
be treated as a mere irregularity, if more than 
two-thirds of the qualified voters actually 
voted, and if the result has been acquiesced in 
until after action has been taken on the faith 
thereof by which substantial rights have 
arisen. 3 

3. In a local statute authorizing the estab- 
lishment of public schools ina town, a pro- 
vision that the local board may admit pupils 
not residents of the town on such terms as the 
board may prescribe, is not to be construed 
as allowing the board to prescribe terms which 
would cast upon the towror its inhabitants 
any part of the expense of educating non-resi- 
dent pupils. Such pupils cannot be received 
at a Jess rate per scholar than the inhabitants 
of the town pay by taxation for their children, 
nor can they be received at all to the exclusion 
of resident children who would otherwise at- 
tend. 

4. In so far as municipal public schools per- 
form the functions of common schools, they 
must be free to alljthe children of the munici- 
pality, just as the common schools in general 
are free to all children of thestate. This re- 
sults from the scheme ofthe constitution in re- 
gard to public schools. It follows that the 
exaction ofan incidental fee to be paid by 
each and every pupil as a condition of admis- 
sion into the public schools of a town, though 
comsteatbonal 0 applied to non-resident pu- 
pils, would be unconstitional if applied to res- 
ident pupils also. 

5. The main purpose of a statute passed by 
the General Assembly and approved by two- 
thirds of the qualified voters of a given town, 
being to establish and maintain a system of 
public schools in and for said town, an uncon- 
stitutional requirement therein which exacts 
an incidental fee annually of all pupils, thore- 
by including resident as well as non-resident 
pupils, will not necessarily vitiate the whole 
statute. If, as matter of fact, the means 
otherwise provided for establishing and main- 
taining the schools are sufficient for the pur- 
pose, the law can have effect, notwithstanding 
the failure of the legislative and the popular 
intent touching the universality of the re- 
quirement for the payment of incidental fees. 
6. Administrative acts on the part of the 
local board of education, even if erroneous or. 
wrongful and amenablé to proper remedial 
proceedings, furnish no cause for enjoining 
the collection of a school tax legally as-

The Reciprocity Treaties. 

We printed among our dispatches yes 
terday some telegrams of congratulation 
gent to Secretary Blaine in regard to the 
reciprocity treaty with Brazil. One of 
these telegrams was from Detroit, and 
another was from Richmond. They go to 
show that the reciprocity feature of Mr. 
Blaine’s programme touthes the business 
pulse of the whole country. This is 
especially true of the south, the business 
interests of which are now in a position 
to reach and take possession of the vast 
commercial field that lies to the south 
of us, 

It isin recognition of this fact that a 
meeting of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce has been called to take some 
action in recognition of the importance 
of this effort to establish freer business 
and commercial relations with the 
countries south of us. 

There need be no hesitation in en- 
dorsing the principle of reciprocity, be 
cause its efficacy has been recognized by 
@ republican administration. Whatever 
politics there is in reciprocity is purely 
democratic; it is democratic doctrine as 
old as the party, and this fact will un- 
doubtedly be recognized by the people 
of this country. 

We are of the opinion that Mr. Blaine 
deserves to be congratulated for boldly 
taking advantage of a democratic policy 
to relieve the people and the _ business 
interest of the country of the burdens 
4mposed on them by the McKinley law. 
That law has erected a trade’s barrier 
which interferes most seriously with 
every large commercial interest, and Mr. 
Blaine deserves credit for being willing 

to escape from the effects of that law 
through a democratic gap.

Coming Weather. 

Professor Foster, of St. Joseph, Mo., now 
ranks with Irl Hicks as areliable weather 
prophet. During the present season his 
forecast of the weather has in the main been 
correct. 

The professor says that the next storm 
‘wave will leave the Pacific coast about the 
1lth, pass the Rocky-Alleghany valley 
from the 12th to the 14th, and reach the At- 
Jantic coast about the 15th. Snow and rain 
will accompany its passage across the conti- 
nent, mostly rainin the southern states. 
The cold wave following it will be severe in 
the northern states. - 

Professor Foster looks beyond the present 
winter. He says that we are approaching a 
storm period not equaled within the memory 
of any living person. From the first of May, 
this year, to the first of May, 1892, there 
will be more and heavier blizzards, cold 
Waves, snows, rainfalls and tornadoes than 
any of us have ever witnessed. This re- 
markable storm period will be punctuated, 
s0 to speak, with earthquakes and volcanoes 
in countries subject to them. 

We are told that these disturbances will 
be due to the equinoxes of Saturn and Jupi- 
ter and their electric influence. The pro- 
fessor claims that his predictions in the past 
have never been of a sensational character, 
and he trusts that this fact,.coupled with his 
success in forecasting the weather, will ob- 
tain for him a respectful hearing. 

Undoubtedly, we have had some very 
strange weather during recent years, and if 
we beat the record in the next twelve 
months it will not be surprising.

Reed’s action will not even spare the presi- 
dent the pangs of considering a free coinage 
act. The matter may be po&tponed, but of 
what avail is postponement? The bill will 
be passed by the next house, and the presi- 
dent will be compelled to meet the issue. 
Mr. Reed should try to flavor his conceit 
with consistency. 

We cannot say that we admire the tactics 
of the silver men ‘in the house. They have 
no justification for tacking a measure so im- 
portant on other bills. They should make 
@ square, stand-up fight in favor of free 
coinage, and place the onus of its postpone- 
ment where it belongs—on the bourbon re- 
publicans who belong to the party that rep- 
resents Wall street instead of the people. 


The Price of Cotton. 

The question is frequently asked, ‘‘When 
will the decline in cotton stop?’’ and there 
are few who will venture an opinion on the 
subject. It has been steadily declining for 
several weeks, and prices for futures in New 
York now are lower than at any time in sev- 
eral years. Speculators have various reasons 
for the low prices, chief of which is esti- 
mates of an enormous crop; the next is the 
poor demand from spinners at Manchester, 
who claim that they are overstocked with 
goods and cotton, and are taking very little 
cotton in Liverpool, and on our side the 
bulls have nothing with which to fight the 
decline. 

The receipts at the ports are quite heavy, 
and at the interior towns are holding up re- 
markably well, running considerably ahead 
of last year, with no signs of exhaustion. 
While this condition. of affairs continues, 
say some, it is impossible to advance prices 
beyond a few points, and then only to fall 
back to a lower point. Predictions are nu- 
merous that May delivery will sell at 9 cents, 
and a few that July and August will touch 
that figure. But very frequently it is the 
unexpected that happens. 

The lowest prices for future delivery since 
the war occurred during the season of 1885- 
86, when the highest price for May was 
10.42, and _ the lowest 8.78; the highest for 
August 10.69, and the lowest 9.02. In 
1886-87, the highest and the lowest for the 
same months were 11.00 and 9.31, and 11.50 
and 9.20. The crop for the two seasons was 
6,570,691 and 6,499,585 respectively. 

Last year, witha crop of 7,313,726 bales, 
the highest for May was 12.81, lowest 
10.25; August, highest 12,64, lowest 10.25. 
The lowest so far this year, with an esti- 
mated crop all the way from 7,800,000 to 
8,200,000 bales, for August, is 9.31, or 
ninety-four points below the lowest for last 
year. Our stock is considerably in excess of 
last year, while Liverpool shows a slight de 
crease, 

With the least encouraging news from any 
quarter, prices would materially advance, 
notwithstanding the estimated large crop, 
as Mr. Ellison estimates the increase in con- 
sumption in Europe at 10,000 bales weekly 
for 1891-92, which, if true, will require a 
much larger crop than last year, and will 
compel spinners to pay a better price than 
now ruling. 


Nature as a Southern Boomer. 

For the second time this winter a furious 
blizzard of snow has locked in its icy fetters 
the industry, commerce and transportation 
of the north and west, from New York to 
the Dakotas, 

It isa familiar story. Travel‘ is blocked, 
traffic is paralyzed, the electric lights are out, 
and at night large cities are in total dark- 
ness, | 

For months during every year Nature di- 
rects her most destructive forces against the 
northern belt of the union—a territory whose 
massed capital and combined corporations 


control the industry and trade of the coun- 


try, and compel its products to pass through 
inconvenient ocean outlets to Europe. 

At a time when the south clamors for di- 
rect trade with Europe this blizzard empha- 
sizes our demand. Perhaps we need no glib- 
tongued representative to present and argue 
our claims. Nature is a powerful boomer 
when she takes an active hand in anything, 
and this winter she has been calling atten- 
tion in the most pointed way to the advan- 
tages of the south. It will not be long be- 
fore the business interests of the country 
will recognize the fact that itis bad econ- 
omy to ignore the great transportation sys- 
tems and perfect harbors of the south, far 
below the snow line, beyond the reach of 
blizzards, and never obstructed during any 
month inthe year. In the end considera- 
tions of profit will regulate this thing. Our 
south Atlantic ports will be built up, and 
lines of steamers will ply between them and 
Europe. Itmay be a magnificent idea for 
southern and southwestern products to be 
shipped all the way to New York for trans- 
portation to Europe, but it is not business, 
and the steamships and railroads will soon 
be forced to see it in that light. 

On this continent industry, commerce and 
transportation must inevitably find their 
fullest and freest development in this region 
so highly favored by nature. Artificial con- 
ditions in the past have delayed the result, 
but these conditions are disappearing, and 
the south will in a few years begin to enjoy 
the full measure of her rightful prosperity. 
Nature’s forces are working for us, and they 
‘are bound to prevail. 


The People’s Dollar. 

For a quarter of a century all the energies 
of our financiers have been concentrated 
upon the scheme of making a costlier money 
unit, so that there will be ground for 
the boast that we have the best dollar 
ever known. 

The experiment thus far has not been very 
satisfactory, We have been able to prodnce 
a silver dollar of exceptional fineness, and a 
paper dollar based upon ample security in 
the shape of government bonds, but, after 
all, this ideal American dollar is not the 
people’s dollar—itis the rich man’s dollar. 

The best dollar is not the most valuable 
in point of the number of grains of silver it 
contains, nor the amount of government 
bonds back of it; it is not the best dollar 
when it is the hardest to get; in fact, it 
never deserves to be called ‘‘best’’ until it 
becomes the most useful piece of money that 
the people have ever had. 
~ All this is simply equivalent to saying 
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valuable things do us very little good if they 
are not readily convertible into their just 
value in money. Asa recent writer puts it, 
we are returning to barbarism when we 
have a superabundance of commodities, with 
no adequate medium of exchange to give 
‘movement and value to wealth. African 
tribes are in that condition. Before the 
days of railroads, our ancestors were so sit- 
uated. They had plenty of cotton, corn, 
wheat and hogs, but they were poor because 
they had too little cash, and were therefore 
hampered in the business of exchange. We 
are drifting that way now. With plenty of 
land, wheat, corn, cotton, wool and other 
commodities, thereis a tendency to stagna- 
tion and poverty. If this state of affairs is 
to continue, we may expect further liquida- 
tions, and the increasing power of the al- 
ready rich, while the poor will grow poorer. 

The American dollar must be made the 
people’s dollar. In other words, the gov- 
ernment must run its financial system in the 
interests of the people, and quit dumping its 
money into Wall street; where it remains un- 
der the control of monopolists and specu- 
lators, congesting the money markets of the 
east, and leavinga currency famine in other 
parts of the country. 

The fight for the people’s dollar is on, and 
it will be the burning issue in the next na- 
tional election. Victory must be ours, be- 
cause we cannot afford to lose. It is reform 
or ruin, and there is no other view to take 
of it.

Atlanta’s Business Men Will Meet Today to 
Deal With an Important Commer- 
cial Question. 


Animportant meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce will be held at noon today. 

The meeting has been called by President 
Bullock; and its object is to take some action 
concerning the opening of Brazil to trade from 
this country under the arrangements just com- 
pleted by Secretary of State Blaine. 

In yesterday’s CONSTITUTION there appeared 
a short account of the action of the Richmond 
Chamber of Commerce on this same question. 
That body passed resolutions thanking Secre- 
tary Blaine for his part in bringing about this 
much-to-be-desired result, and hoping that the 
Same condition of affairs can be brought about 
in Cuba and the Central America states. 

Business associations in other parts of the 
country, recognizing that this is a purely busi- 
ness question, are moving in the same line. 

Itis proposed that the Atlanta chamber 
take.some such action. The southern ports 
and the southern cities are generally the ones 
most benefitted by reciprocity relations with the 
Cenfral and South American countries, and At- 
lanta will be particularly benefitted as almost 
all freight for southern ports passes through 
this city. 

Another point urged in connection with this 
meeting is, that there is no politics in this 
matter, or rather, whatever there may be in 
democratic. Reciprocity isin the line marked 
out by the Democratic party, and Mr. Blaine 
has had the good sense to adopt it, even in the 
face of the McKinley high-tariff policy of the 
majority of his party. 

Today’s meeting will be held at the chamber 
at 12 o’clock, noon. Itis urged that there be 
a large attendance of members. 


LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Father Keiley on Dr. Barrett’s Lecture. 

ATLANTA, Ga., February 9, 1891.—Editor Consti- 
tution: Your paper of this morning affords a 
fresh confirmation of the fact that the exigencies 
of newspaper work which demand a condensation 
of reports of lectures and speeches result but too 
frequently in an entirely incorrect. version of the 


Speaker’s words. 

In the report of Dr. Barrett’s lecture in your 
columns this morning, your reporter puts into 
the good doctor’s mouth ‘statements which he 
never could have made, and as doubtless the in- 
clement weather prevented a large audience, and 
most persons must content themselves with THE 
CONSTITUTION’S version, you will permit me to 
correct the report. I will take the paragraphs 
and make my criticisms on each in turn. 

“The vatican, as gleaned from the lecture, is the 
largest building in the world, containing, as it 
does, 16,000 rooms, or compartments properly, 
which include the halls, galleries and courts. 

“The building was founded shortly after the 
birth of Christ, and scores of additions con- 
structed since have built it up to its present mam- 
moth proportions. 

“Here the ,0pe reigns supreme, and has at his 
beck and call hundreds of clerics, chamberlains, 
etc. He is protected by a body of Swiss Roman 
Catholic soldiers, all splendid specimens of young 
manhood.” ; 

Iam not prepared to decide the question as to 
the relative size of the vatican as compared with 
other palaces, but lam afraid the enumeration of 
campartments is rather liberal. If one includes the 
céllars, stables, courtyards and outhouses,it might 
be a fair estimate to state that there are between 
13,000 and 14,000 such in the vatican. The second 
paragraph might be amended by stating that the 
vatican—according to best historical research.-- 
was established or commenced sometime in the 
fourth century. It seems reasonably certain that 
the vatican was the residence of the popes from 
the reign of St. Liberius, in 352, to that of St. 
Symmachus. AsIdonotclearly understand the 
third paragraph, unless it be meant to convey the 
statement that a man has charge of bis own 
house, I wil] pass to the next. 

“There are a number of factions in this hard- 
looking old building, and in them are made the 
furniture, sacred vessels, draperies, embroideries, 
etc., of the majority of European RKomish 
churches. <A principal feature of this chief source 
of the pope’s revenue is the manufacture of the 
beautiful mosaic ornamentation which is seen all 
over Europe, and in the making of which the pope 
has almostgan exclusive monopoly.”’ 

For absolute and unadulterated nonsense and 
bosh commend meto this statement, which of 
course Dr. Barrett never made. There are no fac- 
tories—for factions is of course a typographical 
error—in the vatican. The furniture,sacred vessels, 
draperies, embroideries of the majority or of any 
European Romish churches are not and never were 
made in the vatican. I have underscored the word 
Romish, because it is a qualifying word which Dr. 
Barrett never could have used, since it is simply 
an offensive term. The vatican mosaic establish- 
ment is not a source of the pope’s revenues, and 
as he does not carry on a manufactory of church 
goods, the statement about his revenues is ab- 
surd. The article would seem to imply that the 

ope has “cornered” the mosaic market. The 

finest mosaics were made in Rome, but they are 
made also elsewhere, and besides the manufactory 
at the vatican, there were, I think, fully a dozen 
more in Rome twenty yearsago. Sixtus V estab- 
lished the vatican museum somewhere about the 
year 1586. The work was generally sent as pres- 
ents to European sovereigns and given to the va- 
rious churches. 

“The vatican was named after a hill, Mons Vati- 
canus, upon the side of which it was built. The 
vatican was first occupied about 590, and one of 
its first occupants was the Emperor Charlemagne. 

“The celebrated Sistine chapel was built by St. 
Sixtus, in 1475. Here are elected the popes. The 


| method of electing a man to the papal chair would 


seem to the democracy of America out of the 
common, to say the least. The college of cardinals 
elect the pope, and assemble in the chapel to do 
it. They ballot in secret, not even a Car- 
dinal knowing for whom his _ fellow-cleric 
is voting. Nocandidates are named beforehand, 
andany good, brainy Romanist may become pope 
if he gets votes enough, whether he be cardinal, 
bishop, priest, deacon or layman. Every ballot is 
counted, but the result is not made known until 
a choice is made. Then the ballots are brought 
out, laid on the floor in front of a fireplace and the 
count verified. ‘hey are then swept into the fire, 
and the smoke issuing fromthe chimney carries 
the information to the waiting multitude outside 
that a pope has been chosen.”’ 

The vatican, as f have said, was occupied in the 
fourth century. Charlemagne was born in 742 and 
died in 814, and how he could have been “oneof 
the first occupants” of a building erected about 
500 I can not imagine. 

Sixtus IV, who up tothe present has not been 
canonized, except by the Constitution,did build the 
Sixtine chapel, and the part of the chapel calied the 
‘‘presbiterio’’ was used for the conclave at the elec- 
tion of the popes as a place where the votes were 
counted, until the time of Pius VI. Since this 

ope’s time the elections have not been heid in the 
Bistine. The present pope, however, in conse- 
quence of the Piedmontese steal was elected at the 
vatican. The only reason why the ‘“‘democracy of 
America” would find the papal election ‘out of 
the common,”’ is because there is no primary or 
secret caucus—no fixing the tickets beforehand. 
The ballots are not “laid on the floor in front of a 
fireplace and the count verified.” They are not 
“swept into the fire,” and the issuing smoke does 
not necessarily notify the outside that a pope has 
been chosen. The votes are fastened together 
after scrutiny and burned in a small stove, The 
issuing smoke teils that the election has not taken 

lace, though it may tell that it has, for the bal- 
ots are burned in either instance. 

“The present pope, Leo XIII, is an old and good 
man,ja deep student and splendid statesman, and, 
fora Romanist, extremely liberal in his views. 
He is comparatively easy of access, but all per- 
sons, of whatever sex, must appear before himin 
full dress. 

“The popes are consecrated in St. John’s cathe- 
dral. St. Peter’s is not,as people generally be- 
lieve, a cathedral, but simply a house of worship, 
although the largest one in the world. The name 
of the cathedral is St. John Lateran.” 

I have nothing to say of the brief sketch of the 
present pope save to caliattention again tothe 
offensive title ‘-Romanist.’’ 

The popes are not consecrated in St. John’s 
cathedral ; in fact, if the elect be a bishop he is not 
consecrated at all, but merely crowned pope. The 
last pope elected who was not a bishop was 
Gregory X VI, and he was consecrated at St. Peter's. 
as were many others. St. Peter's isthe cathedral 
church of the diocese of Rome of which the pope is 
bishop. St. John Lateran is his cathedral, if one 
may call it such, as sovereign pontiff. A statement 
that persons visiting the pope must appear in full 
dress may mislead some, while it is strictly ac- 
curate. 

Gentlemen appear in black, and ladies must also 
wear black, including a black veil, but they ma 
not appear in what is understood here as “full 
dress.”’

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More Money Needed.

According to latest advices from New York 
financial sources it appears that the surplus inthe 
treasury above the legal limit has reached the phe- 
nomenal figures of $24,000,000. The banks have been 
busy since the late scare started, to make them- 
selves safe, regardless of the interests or require- 
ments of the business communities which they are 
supposed to serve. This may be a harsh judg- 
ment on some but it is true of those 
who control the distribution of funds 
at the great financial centers This 
accumulation of funds is pointed to as evidence 
that there is no need of silver legislation, or legis- 
tion of any other kind intended to increase the 
supply of currency. It is expected by these people 
that congress will listen to their opinions and at 
once drop all efforts to meet the demands and ex- 
pectations that are coming up from 10,000 
cities and towns and little communities through- 
out twenty or more of the western and southern 
states. It is possible, and it is probable, that the 
money borrowing interests of these states have 
not been sufficiently aroused and organized to 
command the necessary degree of attention 
in congress, but one fact must not slip the atten- 
tion of those in power, that the new sentiment in 
favor of more abundant instruments of exchange 
1s gathering a strength and a power which will ere 
long be heard and respected. It is false to say 
that the abundance of money in New York banks 
is evidence of financial ease. Three business men 
out of five need more money than they 
have, and could use more to advantage. 
There is so much miscomprehension in 
the popular mind on the subject of money 
and its proper basis that those who are interested 
in the maintenance of the gold standard find but 
little difficulty in forcing their selfish rules and 
ideas upon the public. Such stringencies as that 
which the people have just passed through will do 
more to educate them than all the speeches and 
reasoning in and out of congress. A great deal of 
education is certainly needed; tensof thousands 
of men who aresuffering are even toda acting 
with, and believing. in the theories of, those who 
are oppressing them.

May Not be Forthcoming—Process of Garn- 
ishment Served on Governor Northen— 
An Old Security Matter. 


Governor Northen was served with process | 


of garnishment early yesterday afternoon. 

As president of the Georgia Agricultural 
Society the governor was commanded to 
answer at the next city court what money or 
effects he had in his hands now or that may 
come into his hands by June next belonging 
to Hon, John O. Waddell, the new president 
of the Agricultural society. 

This means that President Waddell’s salary 
as president of the society may not be forth- 
coming—at least not as early as usual. 

It seems that the agricultural society pays a 
salary of $1,000 a year toits president, and it 
is this salary which the parties to this action 
have garnished. Colonel Waddell will be in- 
stalled as president of the society at tomor- 
row’s meeting. 

The case upon which this salary is claimed 
is: Mrs. A. Colville, guardian of John and 
Fulton Colville, against E. H. Richardson, 
Sr.,and John O. Waddell, security, on a 
judgment secured at the August term of Polk 
superior court, 1876. The amount claimed as 
due is $3,000. 

The papers were served on Governor Northen 
by Deputy Sheriff Barnes. The governor was 
in his office when the officer called and pre- 
sented him with the official document. 

“Why,” said the governor, as he read them, 
“IT am going to Savannah tomorrow to help in- 
stall Colonel Waddell as president of the so- 
ciety,’’ and then he smiled at the-novelty of 
the situation of a governor being served with 
such papers and in a case involving the presi- 
dent of the State Agriculture society. 

Colonel Waddell’s Explanation. 

Colonel Waddell was at the union depot 
last night when a CONSTITUTION representa- 
tive told him of the garnishment proceedings. 

He smiled as he said: ‘‘Oh, there is noth- 
ingin that. The trouble grows out of a surety 
matter—an oldaffair. The suit was brought 
by Mrs. Colville against Dr. Richardson, Sr., 
and myself as surety. Within the past two 
wecks I have been assured by representatives 
of the family, who are most prominent gentle- 
men, both in Atlanta and Polk county, that 
all these matters have been closed up, and that 
the records of the courts soshow. I have not 
examined the books myself, but aw assured by 
those in position to know, that the records of 
Polk superior court show these cases to have 
been settled. The evident intention in bring- 
ing this matter now on the eve of my depart- 
ure for Savannah is to injure me, if possible, 
with that class whose good opinions I greatly 
prize, and in whose behalf I have labored and 
intend to continue to labor. On my return 
from Savannah, I promise to go to the bottom 
of the affair, and give the result to the 
public.”

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, February 9.—The stock market today 
was quiet but stw og, almost from the openiag to the 
close, and while the improvement in prices was, in all 
but a few specialties, confinedto fractional amounts 
everything traded in felt a strong tone, and the im- 
provement was general and fairly uniform. Low- 
priced securities are now attracting more attention 
daily and today they scored almost all of the important 
advances. Susquehanna and Western stocks were 
most conspicuous, and, notwithstanding denials of 
deals in property, buying goes on with confidence 
apparently born of some positive knowledge. Other 
prominent stocks were Wheeling and Lake Erie, 
Nickel Plate and Pacific Mail, and among more active 
stocks, Lackawanna and Jersey Central, Wheeling and 
Lake Erie have been very strong of late, the reason 
assigned being the fact that Sidney Dillon had become 
a director of the company, but today a more influ- 
ential reason was given, tothe effect that the April 
dividend of preferred stock would be at the rate of 5 
per cent per annum, an increase of 1 per cent. Other 
low-priced securities which have become prominent of 
late include Oregon improvement, Richmond and 
West Point, and Missouri, Kansas and Texas. There 
was no stock pressing for sale today, though there 
was some selling by London, and a little hammering 
by bears whenever they thought there was vulnerable 
spots, but these efforts resulted in nothing and the im- 
provement in prices went forward steadily till the 
close. Pacific Mail was again advanced upon favorable 
rumors in regard to the shipping bill, and at times St. 
Paul, Union Pacific. Rock Island and Atchison led the 
movement among the usually active list. The strength 
in the last named stocks was most remarkable, in 
view of the miserable showing of the net earnings for 
December, which was reported today. The effect of 
these, however, had in all probability been discounted 
during last week... There is, however, a rumor current 
of a bull combination which has been formed to oper- 
ate this week, and this, in addition to the daily dimin- 
ishing fear of adverse financial! legislation, renders 
general sentiment more bullish from day to day, 
especially as the money market remains in a state of 
assured ease.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisiéns. 

CHICAGO, February 9—It was a day of surprises in 
the wheat pit. Wheat for May delivery i& ‘4c higher 
than at the close of the market on Saturday. A fair 
amount of steadiness was the first characteristic of 
the trading, followed in a few minutes by decided 
weakness. The chief disturbing factor to holders near 
the opening was heavy receipts at the primary mar. 
kets. Cautious local speculators were indisposed to 
sell short after the week’s decline, aggregating 5c per 
bushel, and easily persuaded themselves, when prices 
began to recover from the break noted above, that the 
least dangerous operation was to buy “fora turn,” 
and the price advanced to 97%@98c for May, followed 
by a rapid decline, commencing after the visible sup- 
ply was posted, and 96%c was reached with every ap- 
pearance of a further break. Whenit was whispered 
around that Liverpool stocks had decreased 600,000 
bushels in a week, the crowd, having sold itself short 
again, became alarmed, and in their efforts to clear 
themselves the price shot up in 5 minutes to 97 4c. 

The opening strength in wheat made the first trades 
in corn close to the last quotations of Saturday. May 
opened at 53)4c, with sales at 53\4c, and was at 535<c. 
The market soon became weak, and when the receipts 
for tomorrow were estimated at 478 cars the market 
lost all its rallying powers, and was upheld only by 
covering purchase by those previously short, as prices 
gradually shrank. The lowest price on the decline was 
525,c, and, at the close, sellers were offering it at 52%c, 
or 44c lower than on Saturday. 

Oats attracted comparatively little attention, the 
market being rather dull, with moderate trading in all 
the active futures. 

The provision trade was scarcely prepared for the 
receipts of 60,000 hogs, which was the number early 
advices from the stock yards announced. Later, 
receipts were even further increased 2,000. There was 
a rush to sell at the opening, pork standing 15c under 
Saturday’s closing figures, and lard and ribs at a 
decline of 10c. These prices were too tempting to be 
resisted by the shorts, and consequently there was a 
rally and steadier feeling after the first few minutes,

CHICAGO, February 9.—Reports of no rain in 
California and the fear that the storm and cold pre- 
vailing in the northwest would march down through

This, together with unfavorable foreign mar- 
kets, caused another decline, the market reacting, 
however, and closing at about Saturday’s closing fig- 
ures, the result of the day being quite an active scalp- 
ing deal. Should receipts continue large wheat may 
g0 below 97 for May, but we think any material decline 
below that figure will cause a domestic and foreign 
demand for spot wheat, which could quickly absorb 
all offerings, causing a sharp advance. 

Receipts of corn were somewhat over the estimaté, 
but the demand for sample lots was not quite so good, 
causing rather a depressing feeling and lower markets 
for all grades all through the day. The feature was 
the selling quite freely by a large local speculator, said 
to be a large line for May delivery. The demand for 
sample lots was rather in the buyers’ favor. 

The 60,000 hogs reported at the yards this morning 
being slightly over the estimate, caused a further de- 
cline in that product. With the decline we noticeda 
number of the packers were good buyers and the re- 
ports come from a number of the localities in the west 
that “the last run” of hogs are againin sight. If this 
long looked for “last run”’ is not too numerous holders 
have some grounds for hoping that this property will 
be more fully appreciated in the near future.

ITH THE RAILROADS, 


THE HAST TENNESSEE TO ENTER 
THE UNION DEPOT, 


The East and West Road Is Working Up— 
Other News That Will Interest Rail- 
road Men in This Section. 


During their little jaunt around the city Sat- 
urday afternoon, the railroad magnates dis- 
cussed several important questions. Among 
them the question of an _ entrance 
for the East Toennesseo, Virginia and 
Georgia road into the union depot. After sev- 
eral of the gentlemen interested had said their 
say, Mr. John H. Inman, president of the 
Terminal system, expressed his views on the 
matter. He thought there should bé no 
clashing of interests of ‘roads that 
belonged to the same corpoation, and that 
the Central's opposition to the East Ten- 
nesseo'’s entrance should cease. As Major 
Green, of the Georgia, and Colonel Thomas, 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
have consented tothe entrauce of the East 
Tennessee, it may now be stated positively 
that a few weeks more will see the Red Seal 
line whisking into the old iron structure on 
Wall street. Captain Tyler, gentral manager 
of the Atlanta and West Point, and custodian 
of the building, said when questionod vester- 
day, that he had not as yet been instructed to 
order the gates thrown open to the East 
Tennessee. It is generally known, however, 
that the East Tennessee is to come in and that 
soon. Some changes in the tracks may be nec- 
essary, but it will not be long before all nec- 
essary arrangements are made. 


The East and West railroad is now enjoy- 
ing 2a fine business in both freight 
and passenger traffic. Tho mines along the line 
are now opening up fast. There are now thirteen 
jron and manganese mines on the road in opera- 
tion and it is likely others will shortly start up. 
There are also three large coal companies that 
will shortly be doing an immense business. Run- 
ning through one of the richest sections of coun- 
try in the world, it is bound to become in timea 
magnificent piecee of railroad property. 

Major Green has assured the Conyers people 
they will have a new depot, and they are picturing 
to themselves visions of a magnificent structure 
torival the famous Vanderbilt depot at New 
‘York. Conyers needs a new railroad building and 
needs it bad, and it is hoped it will come with the 
spring. 


The track-laying on the Albany and Cordele, 
or more properly the Albany, Florida and North- 
ern road, 18 about completed. | President G. 
Gunby Jordan, of the Columbus Southern and 
Georgia Midland roads, Major Greene, chief 
engineer of the same line, and Captain Lowe, of 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company, were in the 
city several days ago, and it is understood they 

a conference with the officials of the Albany, 
Florida and Northern with reference to terminal 
facilities at this point. It is probable that the 
shops of both lines will be located ‘here, and that 
both lines will enjoy the same depot accommoda- 
tions.—Albany News.

President Maddox, of the latter road, 
Genies the stateinent, and says that while the 
Louisville and Nashville peoplejtried to get the 
option several months ago, they were unsuccess- 
fuland haveapparently abandoned the idea. 

Mr. Brown is not president of the Atlanta and 
Florida, as stated in the dispatch, as nothing has 
been beard from him since he was spoken to in 
connection with the position. It is not known 
whether or not he will accept. - 


The Chicago and Tainmpa Railroad, through 
Judge Quitman, has asked admission into and 
through Madison and a committee of citizens has 
been appointed to see what amount of encourage- 
ment would be givenit. A survey from Quitman 
to Tampa via Madison has been made; another 
from mpa to Dixie, Ga., by way of Moseley 
Hail, and Greenville, is under way, the latter re- 
sulting from propositions for the road having 
been made b citizens along thé route. It is 
understood that the company has ample means on 
hand, and that work will begin as soon as these 
preliminaries are arranged. ‘ 

In regard tothe much discussed question as to 
the rapidity with which a locomotive can run, 
some interesting official figures have been given 
by Mr. Stretton, an eminent English engineer, 
showing briefly that the highest speed ever ac- 
curately taken was with a Bristol and Exeter 
broad-gauge engine, having nine-foot wheels, and 
which was as long ago as 1853 officially timed ata 
speed of just over eighty miles an hour 
for a short distance, this occured in 
the case of a falling gradient and with a 
light load. He also distinctly asserts that this 
speed is also the maximum that can possibly be 
obtained with locomotives of the present type, the 
cause of this being, he declares, that at such 
speed as that the resistance of airethe back press- 
ure in the cylinders, and the friction altogether 
have become 80 great that they absorb the whole 
power of the engine, while back pressure on the 
wreng side of the piston becomes greatly in- 
creased by the fact that the exhaust steam cannot 
be got out of the cylinders fast enough.
